While we ytond on the Harbin platform, 
awaiting the welcome moment of departure, 
coveral’ Polish goldiery mado an attempt at 
conversation, These men could oll. read 
and write and impressed meaa very intel- 
ligent wad quick to grasp ideas, They, 
asked many questions about tho Japanese , 
and had all heard of the wonderful art of 
jujiten! I again seizod the opportunity of 
obtaining an opinion on the Russian officer 
from a aource not likely to Le unduly pre” 
judiced in bia favour, and all these men un- 
animously asserted that he was usually kind! 
and easy-going, unless dronk. They con--. 
tondéd, tov, that although many Rusaians: 
might not be ble to resd or write, they 
must not be regarded as fools on 
that account, but on the contrary, were" 
often capable of pretty shrewd ronsoping’ * 
.and of imbibing informstion, slowly but 
surely. 4 

The departare of a train on all Russian: 
railways ie precedéd by one, two and three: 
strokes of a bell. The first bell is eounded 
the moment the train cntors the atation : 
the second two strokes give the passengers 
timely. watniog, and the train pulls out 
immediately after the three bolls, I am 
sorry to say that these bells are not 
so pleasant to the cur wa the locomotive 
whistle, which is commendably deop and! 
free from the shrill note of our English 
engines. a 

We vworo lucky in our two travelling 
partnors from Harbin to Irkutek. Both 
were Poles engaged in eome capacity on 
the milway. ‘They wero related by mar- 
riage and evidently sworn comrades, on 
the principle, perhaps, that opposites at- 
tract, for the om was only sbout 6 ft. 5 in. 
or 6 in. whereas the other atoad fully 6 ft. 
5 in, in his top boots and wns broad and 
heary in proprrtion, and of colossal 
strength. Some idea of both hia height 
and atrongth may he vbtained from tho 
statement that, though theae Russian 
coupes are far loftier than the Japanese, 


_j ba.could, without any atrain whiteyer, 


when the steeping berth was lowered, pick 
up my compsnion’s howy trunk and place 
ic on the tack overherd., These friends 
shared everything, and no small propor- 
tion of their baggage cousinted of food and 
drink. We were speedily on fumillar terma, 
nnd I um gad to have the opportunity 
of paying this publio tribute to the thousand 
Irindnesses extended to us by these grank 
specimona of the Slayonic race. Not only 
did they disply their desire to assist by 
inaking us drink theie ten and eat their 
food, but nt the frontier station of Bgnch- 
uria, where we bad to stay snotheiight, 
they prooured us. lodgings. bookid our 
places with themselvog by the next train + 
and ateered us safely through the formality 
of having our passports cndoried. Apropos 
of passports, it may interest readors in 
Japan to tenrn that from Vixdivosteck to 
Moscow we were required to shaw ours only” 
twice—once at Viadivestock and again at 
Munchurin. As for tho police, they never 
cfime ner os, and though Ihave been in 
Russia proper more than a fortnight now, 
Tam etill enjoying immunity. Perhaps 
thia jubilation is premature, but o8 some 
of my friends in Japan wore wont to express 
dork and uncomplimentary hinta as to my 
probable futeinthiaawfal laud of despotism, 
it pleases me to record the fact that so far 
L have viowed the fortresg of St. Poter and 
St. Poul only frqm the anfe aide of the 
Neva, and haven't yot seen Schlousselborg 
otal, © :

Tt is at thia plage thgt the mail 
simin pasaengar changes from the Chinera 
Knatern Railway, to tho Ciroum Baiknl 
line, and Manchuris, therefore, though 
the population scarcely excocds x thous- 
and, it ja an important junction. We wore 
provided with first-class tickets to Ir 
kutsk, but, on applying to tho station. 
miastar to book places for the outgoing train 
tha samo nivht, were gratitied to learn that 
overy firat and gcoond class aeat waa alraady 
taken and that if we wanted to go ab aly 
woe must do sot itdclass. Naturally, wo 
proforred even tho horrors of 1 frontier 
* postinitsa” to such an alternative. Thus 
it waa that our companions and an oiticer 
friond piloted us to the “* Hotel Metrozoleya 
where wo obtained a room with two bedr. 
Sweot sounds of inusic greeted our appaar- 
ape, and as wo passed through thé dining- 
room wo had time ta note an orchestra 
compoxod of tia qirla and two mere men, 
which played a lively dance in excellent 
style, But the musical instinct in in the 
blood of these poople, This remote sattle- 
mont boasts really good shops, where almost 
every European luxury —even gramuphones 
--can be purchased, provided one has 
money enough ‘T'he Ttussian officers, 
exiled here, go in for horse-racing, the 
limitless oxtent of avuntry affording every 
opportunity for an amply course : and here, 
as‘ overywhere, we saw some magnificunt 
horsaflesh, The huge sidings were con- 
posted with t qop trata and during our 
veanforeed @ ay we saw & company, headed 
ty a band, otarched unt for ‘exorcise, All 
those men had gone through the war, and 
many word medals and crosses for bravery 
in the field. At Manchuria, too, wo enw 
camels for the firat time, and were amused 
spectators uf a scene in which ono mincing: 
looking animal could mith difficulty be 
taduced to kneot fora Ruysian to mount, 
and throughout the procaeding signitied ite 
sonso of outraged dignity by raucous criee, 
which sounded almost human. Many of 
tha rooror Russian settlers live in wretched 
fashion, in mud hurs half under ground, 88 
n protuction against tho terrible cold. A

She is 
a steamer of upwards of 6600 tons capacity 
and with a specd of 14.5 knote, and is 
specially fitted for the transport of troops. 
She was during the war eunk by the Rus. 
sians bofore abandoning Port Arthur and 
subsequently raised in good condition by the 
Supanese Government, who have chartered 
her to the Toyo Kison Kaisha, and will 
withdraw her for use as a troopship 
should she at any time be required. With 
her the Toyo Risen Kaisha is about to make

maintain good order and respectable con-,

3.- Japan has purchased an extensive 
lot of ground for a nominal price and 
eonseqitently ne room is left fur the site 
of the Chinese Custens House. 

The Japanese press regards the above 
correspondonee as evidence of 2 mis-rnder- 
standing on the part of Dr. Morrison, and 
publishes an explanation as folloys : 

1—It is untural that goods are imported 
into ‘Thiren and Antung free of.duty, as 
the Customs house is not yet ustublished 
there. All gouds imported intu these ports 
are exempted from duty, irrespective of 
being Japanese or foreign’ manufactures, 
amd freedom from duty ix by ne menns 
beneticial for Japanese goods only. Though 
a light railway is installed from Antung to 
Mukden it is exclusively employed for 
militury purposes and almost. no mer 
chandise is tansported by. that line, and 
therefore it is not « matter of fact that 
goods imported into Antung are enter 
ing the interior of Mnanchmria to com- 
pete with those imported throngh the 
dutisble port of Yingkeu. Moreuyer, the 
Japanese Government does not object. in 
principle, to the proposed establisi:ment 
of the Chinese Customs House at Tairen 
and Antung, and the importation of goods 
free of duty will be stopped before long. 

2..-It is a matter of fet that the Ying- 
Kou Customs revenue ix deposited with the 
Specie Bank, but with the conxent of the 
Tpperis] Government. The Japanese 
authoritias al Yingkou atilize the deposit 
for the local public expenses, such as for 
roads, hygionc, the police, ete., and the 
remninder is {o be returned to the Chinese 
Government upon the completion of the 
evacuation. The Japanese have never 
appropriated the Customs revenue for their 
own use. | 

3.—Though a lot of ground along thy 
river at Antung has been bought by the 
Japanese Government, it is te be attached 
to‘the Antung Railway. The purchaso 
‘was made at the proper price in concert 
with the ‘proprietor, and the aren of land 
camot be called too extensive, as com- 
pared with thesito of another atation onthe 
Chinese Ensfern Railway. It ia ipdssible 
for the Chincse Customs Houso to secure 
that lot for ils site. : 

At present no Customs arrangements 
aromade by the Chineso Government in 
North China, and Russian and,other goods 
are being freely “imported into’ North 
Manchuria by rail from the Russian boun- 
day, whilst Chinose- goods are: entering. 
Russian territory under similny conditions. 
Ifthe Chinese Govertment should establish 
a Customs house at Taiten they must also, 
make’ proper Custéms arrangements. in 
North Mouchurid.

“ CHINKIANG”. ALACRITY ” 
COLLISION. 


Inquiry at Shanghai 


An irquiry into the collisiqgn between 
H. BY. 8. Alacrity' and ike C. N. Co.'s 
3.8, *Chiakiaug ” was eommenced at Shang: 
bai on Augost 8, bth parlica alleging the 
tho other to he responsible, - 

Commander Leathnm, of the “ Alacrity,” 
said that at the time of tho chilision the 
“ Alacrity” van bound from Shanghai to 
Wei-hai-wei, Fis: wun first epcountered 
nearly thiry-six hours before thp collision, 
The fog was in patches. It was }upossible 
to take sights they were navigating by 
soundings, ss 5 

The course before 10 a.m. wns nearly 
North, About 10.9, judging he waa off the 
Promontory, witness alterod the contre 
to West to find the deeper soundings, A 
fow winutes Inter tha sounding deepened. 
They were guing very slowly because of 
the soundiogs and because they were 

i é 
crossing the track of other veesele. They 
went elower as they approached the land. 
Speed was ganged by revolutions‘ and the 
log, At 10.45 the coures was. altered, 
to X. 20 W. (Mug.), which couse they 
kept up to the time of tho Sollision, 
Witness heard # stesmer’s fog algnal on 
the port bow shout 10.50, The steamer 
passed them inshore and went away on 
their port quarter. It could stif] be heard 
faintly on their quarter at the time of the 
collision. When on the N. 20 W. couras 
at about 10.50 witness altered his speed 
from dead slow to fifty revolutions, which 
would give a speed of about 6.8, kaota. 
He considered this wasa safe apeed on 
that course. Witness heard a second 
ateamer’s whistle, sleo on the port 
bow, It was not lond—the ship 
was some distance off. He judged the 
vessel’ to be two or three miles off, 
The sound did not show that the’ vessel 
Was epproacaing the ** Alacrity.” Witness 
heard no other signals until the- ‘* Chin- 
kiang” was close to him. Her whistle 
suddenly sounded cloto to them out &f the 
fog, about a minute baforo the collision. 
Witness did-not aasociute this whistle with 
the second one he had heard on his port 
bow. He could not see the vessel which 
blew this lond blast, but he immediately 
stopped bis engines, -A clcse look-out was 
being kept because of their proximity to 
the «Promontory, the for signal “of 
which they expected to heur. About 
half a minuto after hearing the loud 
Disst witness saw the bow wave of tho 
“ Ohinkiang" about five points on his port 
bow. ‘The blast of her whiatle came asa 
surprise to him. Almost immediately after 
socing the wave he ssw the ateamer, Ag 
she was going ata high rato of specd and 
standing scrcss his bow he gavo the order 
*full-apeed astern” with both engines, 
He was then going very slow as tho engines 
hed been stopped. The ‘Alacrity’s” siren 
hed been blowing all the morving—just 
before tho collision, for a quarter of an 
hour or go, it was blown at short intoreals 
of a minute of less, After ordering .** full 
specd astern” witness ordered the water- 
tight doors to be closed. Hadid not change 
his course, There was very little way 
on the “‘Alscrity” at the moment’ of 
striking—not more than two knots. Tho 
“Ohinkiang,” witnese judged, was going 
fast. Sho was about » cable distant when 
he ‘first saw her. She did not appear to 
toduce epeed, but when a ship’s length 
sway she seemed to put hor halm hard-a- 
starboard and blew two short blasts, She 
slewed round: to port. ‘*The Alacrity’s” 
bowsprit struck the *t Ohinkiang” just ab- 
reast of the foremast, in the. rigging, 
howsprit. awept slong tha’ side of the 
“Chinkiang “:and.-the “bow fetched sup 
against the first, mate's cabin. The. whole 
bow above water-struck-the "*Ohinkiang” 
closo to tho bridge and the * Alacrity" 
heeled oyéhto starboard. Bowspit and bow 
then parted, and this freed the.“ Alacrity.” 
which by that time had : stern-way. on. 
From the ‘*Chinkiang’s ” bow wave, which 
wes’ about: two feet high and continuons, 
and from ths dsmage ahe austained, witness 

udged her speed to “bo about ten knots. 
he ‘*Chinkisng,”. directly they were 
cleared, .disappesred . into. the fog on 
then . starboard .bow.

tionol Goverument: for China, the N.-0.

THE SEA SERPENT SLAIN. 


Eaten By Arabs, 


Rnowing little or nothing,about the silly 
seagon or about tha value of silly season 
topics, says the Paris correspondent of the 
Standard, the natives of the village of 
Beny-Belaid, near Philippevillo, in Algoris 
having divcovared the sea sarpent, in their 
happy ignorance thoy killed it, Some 
people bathing on the bench of Beny- 
Belaid wero startled to sea an extra- 
ordinarily farge creaturo swimming, diving, 
and squirming about in the water about 
two handred yarda from the shore. The 
bathers compared noiea with the light- 
house keeper, who lad also noticed the 


| cariosity, and then went to beat up the tribe 


to which they belonged, The young Arabs 


came on horseback armed with axes, knivos, 
and guns, and theo!d men, the women, and 
chitdren came to louk on, Tho. ~arrior 
huntamen went out, plunging ands, hing, 
to mest the monster, The latter .smed 
and wriggled towards them oa though wish- 
ing to qive battle. ‘Two ebota were fired at 
it, and it wriggled and groaned and mode 
as thnugh to fleo. Two mora shot, snd it 
plunged towards the shore and half buried 
itself in the sind. Thoreupon the nativer, 
men, women, and ehildren, attacked 
it with all kinds of weapons and killed ir. 
The beast was then hauled our of reach of 
the waves by eighty young men pulling 
side by side, Two hours later only its 
skeleton remained, the natives having 
hacked all the flesh away. According to 
the communal report, the animal was seven- 
tean feet long, and its girth.was about ton 
feet. It weighed about four tons, and ita 
bones are exceptionally hard ; indeod, it is 
raid that a bullet from a rook rifle will 
flatten itself on the animal's forehead.
